Carcaco, Oct. 3.—The report that the
Times of this city had nnravelled the
mystery of the murder of Dr. Cronin,
was confirmed yesterday by the appear-
ance in that journal of a lengthy article
detailing the whole affair. The Times
claims that the long-sought-for - maur-
derer has been found, and that he is
Thomas Geoghegan, confined now in the
Oregon penitentiary under the name of
Thomas Cloemsn.
